[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]It is connected with a client terminal via a network characterized by comprising the following, and via said client terminal. An 
information service providing method in a computer system which provides an information service to the first user who wishes sale of 
quotient material, and the second user who wishes acquisition of quotient material. 

The first step that registers User Information in which said computer system includes acquisition conditions of said second user 
beforehand transmitted via said client terminal. 

Said computer system answers transmission of sale request information including sale conditions and detailed information of quotient 
material which wishes to sell off performed from said first user via said client terminal, The second step that searches said second user 
of said acquisition conditions which suit the sale conditions concerned based on said registered User Information, and transmits said 
User Information of the second searched user concerned to a client terminal of the first user concerned. 

The third step at which said computer system transmits sale request information of the first user concerned to the second user's 
searched client terminal concerned. 

[Claim 2]As opposed to sale request information to which said computer system was further transmitted in said third step in claim 1, 
Information about the amount of money for estimated which can be bought transmitted via said client terminal from said second user is 
received, An information service providing method having a step which transmits information about the estimated amount of money 
concerned which received to a client terminal of said first user who transmitted said sale request information. 

[Claim 3]ln claim 1 or claim 2, transmission of sale request information in said second step, It is divided into transmission of said sale 
conditions, and transmission of said detailed information, and transmission of said sale conditions is performed first, An information 
service providing method characterized by performing transmission of said detailed information when said computer system searches 
said second user of said acquisition conditions which suit the transmitted sale conditions concerned and is more than the number of 
predetermined in the searched number concerned of the second users. 

[Claim 4]In either claim 1 thru/or claim 3, transmission of sale request information in said second step, An information service providing 
method, wherein said computer system is performed using a screen for an input of said detailed information where forms differ for 
every kind of said quotient material displayed on said first user's client terminal. 

[Claim 5]In either claim 1 thru/or claim 4, when transmitting said searched User Information of the second user in said second step, 
said first user of the transmission destination concerned is received, An information service providing method urging choosing the 
second user who should transmit said sale request information from said second searched users, and performing transmission of said 
sale request information in said third step to the second user with the first selected user concerned. 

[Claim 6]An information service providing method, wherein said sale conditions include conditions about a gestalt at the time of handing 
over a kind of quotient material, and quotient material in either claim 1 thru/or claim 5 including conditions about a gestalt at the time 
of said acquisition conditions taking over a kind of quotient material, and quotient material. 

[Claim 7]It is connected with a client terminal via a network characterized by comprising the following, Store User Information including 
acquisition conditions of an acquisition user who wishes to buy quotient material, and a sale request of said quotient material performec 
via said client terminal by selling user who wishes to sell off quotient material is answered, An information service providing method in a 
computer system which provides said User Information of said acquisition user who can respond to the sale request concerned to the 
selling user concerned. 

A step to which said computer system urges transmission of sale conditions of said quotient material to said selling user who answered 
said sale request and did the sale request concerned. 

A step with which said computer system searches said acquisition user who can respond to the sale request concerned based on said 
transmitted sale conditions and acquisition conditions of said acquisition user who stored. 

A step to which said computer system urges changing said sale conditions to the selling user concerned when said searched number of 
acquisition users is below a predetermined number. 

When said searched number of acquisition users exceeds a predetermined number, A step which said computer system demands 
transmission of detailed information of said quotient material from the selling user concerned, answers transmission of said detailed 
information, and transmits User Information of said acquisition user who can respond to the sale request concerned to a client terminal 
of the selling user concerned. 

[Claim 8]It is connected with a client terminal via a network, and an information service request performed via said client terminal from 
a user who wishes dealing of quotient material is answered, It is an information service providing method in a computer system which 
demands an input of information on said quotient material from the user concerned, and provides information on a business talk place 
to the user concerned based on information on said inputted quotient material, An information service providing method when urging an 
input of information on said quotient material, wherein said computer system displays an input screen where forms differ for every kind 
of said quotient material on said user's client terminal. 

[Claim 9]It is connected with a client terminal via a network, and via said client terminal, As opposed to the first user who wishes sale 
of quotient material, and the second user who wishes acquisition of quotient material. Are an information service providing system 
which provides an information service, and User Information including acquisition conditions of said second user beforehand transmitted 
via said client terminal is registered, Transmission of sale request information including sale conditions and detailed information of 
quotient material which wishes to sell off performed from said first user via said client terminal is answered, Based on said registered 
User Information, said second user of said acquisition conditions which suit the sale conditions concerned is searched. An information 



service providing system transmitting said User Information of the second searched user concerned to a client terminal of the first use 
concerned, and transmitting sale request information of the first user concerned to the second user's searched client terminal 
concerned. 

[Claim 10]It is connected with a client terminal via a network, and User Information including acquisition conditions of an acquisition 
user who wishes to buy quotient material is stored, A sale request of said quotient material performed via said client terminal by selling 
user who wishes to sell off quotient material is answered, Are an information service providing system which provides said User 
Information of said acquisition user who can respond to the sale request concerned to the selling user concerned, and said sale reques 
is answered, Transmission of sale conditions of said quotient material is demanded from said selling user who did the sale request 
concerned, Based on said transmitted sale conditions and acquisition conditions of said acquisition user who stored, Search said 
acquisition user who can respond to the sale request concerned, and when said searched number of acquisition users is below a 
predetermined number, When it urges changing said sale conditions to the selling user concerned and said searched number of 
acquisition users exceeds a predetermined number, An information service providing system demanding transmission of detailed 
information of said quotient material from the selling user concerned, answering transmission of said detailed information, and 
transmitting User Information of said acquisition user who can respond to the sale request concerned to a client terminal of the selling 
user concerned.

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention about the provision method of the information service which provides a user with the information 
about used article dealing using a network, It is related with the information service providing system using the information service 
providing method and it which can distribute suitable information efficiently to the both sides of the user who wishes sale of quotient 
material especially, and the user who wishes acquisition of quotient material. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]When an individual is generally going to dispose of the used self article, or when a company is going to 
dispose of the warehoused item left unsold, oneself, may sell the article to the others, or may yield it, but. I get what is called a thrift 
shop etc. that make dealing of a used article work to buy in many cases. In this case, it is necessary to look for the suitable thrift shop 
suitable for self needs, etc. but [ therefore ], and the telephone directory, the newspaper, the advertisement of a magazine, or the 
homepage of the Internet is usually used. And when the thrift shop considered to be desirable is found, the thrift shop is connected 
with by telephone etc., and it enters into a business talk about the propriety of acquisition, acquisition conditions, etc. 
[0003]ln selling off a used article, there is also a method of applying to an auction. There are an online auction etc. in which exhibition 
and a bid are possible in an auction from a house or an office using the thing of the conventional system held by gathering an article 
and persons in the auction hall, and the Internet, and many especially latters are used these days. 

[0004]On the other hand, in order to collect many quotient material to deal in, the thrift shop mentioned above is going to publish an 
advertisement for a newspaper or a magazine, or are going to open a homepage on the Internet, and provide as many people as possibU 
with self information. 
[0005] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]However, by the conventional method mentioned above, the technical problem that looking 
for a suitable thrift shop etc. took time and effort occurred for those who try to get a thrift shop etc. to buy a used article. Although a 
certain amount of information is acquired from an advertisement, a homepage, etc. about a thrift shop etc., unless handling quotient 
material, taking over conditions, etc. actually connect with [ whether it is suitable for the sale demand of self, and ] a thrift shop etc., it 
does not understand in many cases. There are needs to find early the thrift shop which buys as many articles as possible collectively 
to dispose of the article of a various kind for short period of times, such as the time of a move. 

[0006]In sale by the auction mentioned above, acquisition cannot necessarily certainly be got, and sale may take time in an online 
auction. In a various kind package which was mentioned above, sale was not easy. 

[0007]The efficiency at the time of the thrift shop side also corresponding to the inquiry and inquiry unsuitable for the acquisition 
demand of self in the conventional method, and on the other hand, buying quotient material was not necessarily good. Therefore, there 
were needs to gather only customers suitable for the acquisition demand of self efficiently in the thrift shop side. 

[0008]Then, the purpose of this invention distributes the suitable information for the both sides of the thrift shop side which sells off a 
used article, It is enabling search of an efficient thrift shop at the side which sells off a used article, and providing the thrift shop side 
with the information service providing method of used article dealing which makes efficient customer gathering possible, and the 
information service providing system using it. 
[0009] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]ln order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, one side of this invention, Shop information which 
includes acquisition conditions of a thrift shop in a computer system beforehand is registered, Search a thrift shop where the sale 
condition and said acquisition conditions registered suit whenever there is a sale demand of quotient material from those who wish sale 
of a used article via a network, and via a network, Those who did the sale demand concerned are provided with shop information of a 
searched thrift shop, and it is providing the searched thrift shop concerned with the sale demand concerned. Therefore, according to 
this invention, as for a side which sells off a used article, a suitable thrift shop suitable for a demand can be found efficiently, and sale 
of a used article is attained at an early stage. Search of a thrift shop which suits also to a demand of a purport which should buy the 
article of various sorts collectively is possible, and it is especially efficient at the time of a move. On the other hand, since the thrift 
shop side can also acquire only information which suited acquisition conditions of self, acquisition of an efficient used article is attained 

[0010]ln order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, another side of this invention, It is connected with a client terminal via a 
network, and via said client terminal, As opposed to the first user who wishes sale of quotient material, and the second user who 
wishes acquisition of quotient material, It is an information service providing method in a computer system which provides an 
information service, The first step that registers User Information in which said computer system includes acquisition conditions of said 
second user beforehand transmitted via said client terminal. Said computer system answers transmission of sale request information 
including sale conditions and detailed information of quotient material which wishes to sell off performed from said first user via said 
client terminal, Based on said registered User Information, said second user of said acquisition conditions which suit the sale conditions 
concerned is searched, The second step that transmits said User Information of the second searched user concerned to a client 
terminal of the first user concerned, Said computer system has the third step that transmits sale request information of the first user 
concerned to the second user's searched client terminal concerned. 

[001 1]In the above-mentioned invention, the desirable mode. Said computer system receives sale request information transmitted in 
said third step, Information about the amount of money for estimated which can be bought transmitted via said client terminal from said 
second user is received, and it has a step which transmits information about the estimated amount of money concerned which received 
to a client terminal of said first user who transmitted said sale request information. 



[0012]Transmission of sale request information [ in / on the above-mentioned invention and / in another mode / said second step ], It 
is divided into transmission of said sale conditions, and transmission of said detailed information, and transmission of said sale 
conditions is performed first. When said computer system searches said second user of said acquisition conditions which suit the 
transmitted sale conditions concerned and is more than the number of predetermined in the searched number concerned of the secom 
users, transmission of said detailed information is performed. 

[0013]In the above-mentioned invention, transmission of sale request information [ in / in another mode / said second step ] is 
performed using a screen for an input of said detailed information where forms differ for every kind of said quotient material which said 
computer system displays on said first user's client terminal. 

[0014]In the above-mentioned invention again another mode, When transmitting said searched User Information of the second user in 
said second step, said first user of the transmission destination concerned is received, It urges choosing the second user who should 
transmit said sale request information from said second searched users, and transmission of said sale request information in said third 
step is performed to the second user with the first selected user concerned. 

[0015]ln the above-mentioned invention, another mode includes conditions about a gestalt at the time of said sale conditions handing 
over a kind of quotient material, and quotient material including conditions about a gestalt at the time of said acquisition conditions 
taking over a kind of quotient material, and quotient material. 

[0016]In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, another side of this invention, It is connected with a client terminal via a 
network, and User Information including acquisition conditions of an acquisition user who wishes to buy quotient material is stored, A 
sale request of said quotient material performed via said client terminal by selling user who wishes to sell off quotient material is 
answered. Are an information service providing method in a computer system which provides said User Information of said acquisition 
user who can respond to the sale request concerned to the selling user concerned, and said computer system answers said sale 
request, A step to which transmission of sale conditions of said quotient material is urged to said selling user who did the sale request 
concerned, A step with which said computer system searches said acquisition user who can respond to the sale request concerned 
based on said transmitted sale conditions and acquisition conditions of said acquisition user who stored, When said searched number o* 
acquisition users is below a predetermined number, When said searched number of acquisition users exceeds a predetermined number, 
said computer system urges transmission of detailed information of said quotient material a step to which said computer system urges 
changing said sale conditions to the selling user concerned to the selling user concerned. Transmission of said detailed information is 
answered and it has a step which transmits User Information of said acquisition user who can respond to the sale request concerned b 
a client terminal of the selling user concerned. 

[0017]ln order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, another side of this invention, It is connected with a client terminal via a 
network, and an information service request performed via said client terminal from a user who wishes dealing of quotient material is 
answered, It is an information service providing method in a computer system which demands an input of information on said quotient 
material from the user concerned, and provides information on a business talk place to the user concerned based on information on 
said inputted quotient material, When urging an input of information on said quotient material, said computer system displays an input 
screen where forms differ for every kind of said quotient material on said user's client terminal. 

[0018]In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, another side of this invention, It is connected with a client terminal via a 
network, and via said client terminal, As opposed to the first user who wishes sale of quotient material, and the second user who 
wishes acquisition of quotient material, Are an information service providing system which provides an information service, and User 
Information including acquisition conditions of said second user beforehand transmitted via said client terminal is registered, 
Transmission of sale request information including sale conditions and detailed information of quotient material which wishes to sell off 
performed from said first user via said client terminal is answered, Based on said registered User Information, said second user of said 
acquisition conditions which suit the sale conditions concerned is searched, Said User Information of the second searched user 
concerned is transmitted to a client terminal of the first user concerned, and sale request information of the first user concerned is 
transmitted to the second user's searched client terminal concerned. 

[0019]In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, another side of this invention, It is connected with a client terminal via a 
network, and User Information including acquisition conditions of an acquisition user who wishes to buy quotient material is stored, A 
sale request of said quotient material performed via said client terminal by selling user who wishes to sell off quotient material is 
answered. Are an information service providing system which provides said User Information of said acquisition user who can respond 
to the sale request concerned to the selling user concerned, and said sale request is answered, Transmission of sale conditions of said 
quotient material is demanded from said selling user who did the sale request concerned, Based on said transmitted sale conditions anc 
acquisition conditions of said acquisition user who stored. Search said acquisition user who can respond to the sale request concerned, 
and when said searched number of acquisition users is below a predetermined number, When it urges changing said sale conditions to 
the selling user concerned and said searched number of acquisition users exceeds a predetermined number, Transmission of detailed 
information of said quotient material is demanded from the selling user concerned, transmission of said detailed information is 
answered, and User Information of said acquisition user who can respond to the sale request concerned is transmitted to a client 
terminal of the selling user concerned. 

[0020]The further purpose and the feature of this invention become clear from an embodiment of the invention described below. 
[0021] 

[Embodiment of the Invention]referring to drawings hereafter — an embodiment of the invention — an example is explained. However, 
this example of an embodiment does not limit the technical scope of this invention. In figures, the same reference number or reference 
designator is attached and explained to an identical or similar thing. 

[0022]Drawing 1 is a lineblock diagram concerning the example of an embodiment of the information service providing system which 
applied this invention. The information service providing system 1 in a figure is a system which applied this invention, and the useful 
information about used article dealing is provided via the Internet 2 to the both sides of the thrift shop side which performs acquisition 
of a used article the side which wishes sale of a used article. 

[0023]By the consumer premises equipment 3 which the customer 4 of drawing 1 is the near individual or organization which wishes 
sale of the above-mentioned used article, and comprised a personal computer etc., perform access to the information service providing 
system 1 via the Internet 2, and. The offer of information from the information service providing system 1 is received. Although not 
illustrated, two or more customers 4 and consumer premises equipments 3 exist. 

[0024]With the shop terminal 5 which the thrift shop 6 of drawing 1 meant the thrift shop etc. for which a used article is bought from 
the customer 4 by making used article dealing into work, and comprised a personal computer etc. like the customer 4. Access to the 
information service providing system 1 is performed via the Internet 2, and the offer of information from the information service 
providing system 1 is received. Although not illustrated, two or more thrift shops 6 and shop terminals 5 also exist. 



[0025]Said information service providing system 1 comprises DB server 10, Web server 20, the mail server 30, etc., as shown in drawini 
1 . DB server 1 0 is a server which stores and manages the information transmitted from the customer 4 and the thrift shop 6, and has 
sale request information DB1 1 and shop information DB12. Sale request information DB1 1 is a database which stores the information 
on the request of a purport to sell off the article inputted by the customer 4 from the consumer premises equipment 3 to, and the 
specification of the kind of quotient material, the customer s 4 address, taking over conditions, and each quotient material (item), etc. 
are stored for every request. 

[0026]The shop information of each thrift shop 6 which receives service of this information service providing system 1 is stored in shoj 
information DB12. Information, including a store name, handling quotient material, an address, an acquisition gestalt, a telephone 
number, an e-mail address, etc., is stored, and specifically, these information is usually registered, when the thrift shop 6 joins this 
information service. 

[0027]Next Web server 20 is equipped with Web page 21 which interfaces the customer 4 and the thrift shop 6 at the time of this 
information service providing system 1 carrying out service provision. A top page is begun in Web page 21, and two or more pages are 
prepared for it for every function. The mail server 30 is a server for transmission and reception of an E-mail, and transmits an E-mail 
to the customer 4 and the thrift shop 6 on the occasion of necessity. 

[0028]Drawing 2 and drawing 3 are the figures showing an example of the process flow at the time of providing an information service ir 
this information service providing system 1. First, each thrift shop 6 registers the information about a self store, i.e., shop information, 
into the information service providing system 1, in order to receive this information service. Therefore, it accesses from the shop 
terminal 5 to Web pages 21 of the information service providing system 1 (top page etc.), and it is required that he would like to registe 
shop information into (Step S1 of drawing 2). 

[0029]Answer the demand, and the information service providing system 1 transmits to the shop terminal 5 concerned (Step S2 of 
drawing 2), and a shop information registration page the thrift shop 6 concerned. Various shop information is inputted to the shop 
information registration page displayed on the shop terminal 5 (Step S3 of drawing 2). Drawing 4 is a figure showing an example of this 
shop information registration page. As shown in a figure, to the shop information to register. Information required in order to take the 
information for introducing a store and contact etc. are included, and especially the address (c of a figure) of handling quotient material 
(a of a figure), an acquisition gestalt (b of a figure), and a store, It is important as information which shows the acquisition conditions of 
the thrift shop 6, and is used in the case of the search (Step S8 of drawing 2) mentioned later. 

[0030]The shop information inputted [ above-mentioned ] is transmitted to the information service providing system 1, and it registers 
with shop information DB12 of DB server 10 mentioned above (step S4 of drawing 2). Registration of the shop information explained 
above is performed by two or more thrift shops 6 which receive this information service. The shop information which the thrift shop 6 
registers can be sent by FAX, and the above-mentioned shop information can also be registered by the method of inputting the 
information by the information service providing system 1 side. 

[0031]Next, the customer 4 accesses to this information service providing system 1 to sell off a self article (item). Like the case of 
registration of said shop information, first the customer 4 accesses from the consumer premises equipment 3 to Web page 21 of the 
information service providing system 1 , and requires that he would like to make a sale request (Step S5 of drawing 2). The information 
service providing system 1 which received the demand transmits a sale condition input page to the consumer premises equipment 3 
concerned (Step S6 of drawing 2), and the customer 4 concerned inputs sale conditions to the sale condition input page displayed on 
the consumer premises equipment 3 (Step S7 of drawing 2). 

[0032]Drawing 5 is a figure showing an example of a sale condition input page. As shown in a figure, the customer 4 performs the input 
of a quotient material classification (d of a figure), an address (e of a figure), and taking over conditions (f of a figure) as sale conditions 
A quotient material classification shows the kind of article which the customer 4 concerned wants to sell off, and it chooses two or 
more quotient material here to buy the article of two or more kinds collectively. In the example shown in drawing 5, "AV equipment" and 
"oa-pc" are chosen, and it is expected of sale of both package. This point is one feature of this information service providing system 1. 
[0033]The method at the time of taking over the address of the customer 4 concerned in an address, and getting the thrift shop 6 to 
take over an article on taking over conditions is inputted. In the example of drawing 5, "business trip acquisition" is chosen and the 
customer 4 wishes for my getting an article to come for taking over to the thrift shop 6 to the customer's 6 address. The period which 
can be bought can also be specified as shown in a figure. 

[0034]After the input of sale conditions is completed above, the information on sale conditions that it was inputted is transmitted to 
the information service providing system 1 , and the information service providing system 1 , Based on the transmitted information, it 
searches for shop information DB12 and the thrift shop 6 where the sale conditions concerned and said acquisition conditions suit is 
searched (Step S8 of drawing 2). That is, the thrift shop 6 which can be bought is found out on the conditions for which the customer A 
concerned wishes. 

[0035]Specifically, the quotient material classification (d of drawing 5) of sale conditions, conformity of the handling quotient material (a 
of drawing 4) of shop information, and conformity of the acquisition gestalt (b of drawing 4) of the dealings conditions (f of drawing 5) 
and shop information of sale conditions are judged. When judging conformity of this dealings condition and an acquisition gestalt, the 
address (e of drawing 5 and c of drawing 4) of the customer 4 and the thrift shop 6 is used. For example, the customer 4 wishes 
business trip acquisition, and even if business trip acquisition is possible also for the thrift shop 6 side, when the address of the 
customer 4 concerned does not exist in [ of the thrift shop 6 / which can be business trip bought ] area, it is judged that said dealings 
conditions and an acquisition gestalt do not suit. About conformity of said quotient material classification and handling quotient 
material, when the customer 4 has chosen two or more quotient material classifications, the thrift shop 6 which contains all them as 
handling quotient material is searched, and it is judged that the thrift shop 6 including only the part is incongruent. 
[0036]When the thrift shop 6 which suits all the customer's 4 sale conditions is not searched as a result of the above search, (No of 
step S9 of drawing 2), and the information service providing system 1, The search-results page which tells that the thrift shop 6 which 
suits all the conditions was not found is transmitted to the consumer premises equipment 3 concerned, and it is displayed on the 
consumer premises equipment 3 (Step S10 of drawing 2). 

[0037]Drawing 6 is a figure showing an example of a search-results page. As shown in a figure, the information on whether the thrift 
shop 6 applicable if said inputted sale conditions other than the notice of the purport that the applicable thrift shop 6 was not searchec 
are changed how is found is added to the page displayed. "AV equipment" and "oa-pc" which illustrated the example shown in drawing 6 
by drawing 5, And by giving up that I have both "AV equipment" and "oa-pc" bought collectively to the sale conditions of "business trip 
acquisition", and making a quotient material classification into either, Or it is shown by by changing "business trip acquisition" into "it 
brings to a shop" that the thrift shop 6 which fulfills conditions is found. 

[0038]The customer 4 returns to the sale condition input page mentioned above from this page (Step S7 of drawing 2), The information 
added [ above-mentioned ] is referred to, sale conditions are changed, and processing from Step S7 to Step S10 is repeated until the 



thrift shop 6 which suits conditions is searched (Yes of step S9 of drawing 2). And if the thrift shop 6 which suits conditions is 
searched (Yes of step S9 of drawing 2), the information service providing system 1 , The customer 4 concerned transmits the page to 
which the input of the detailed information of the article which wishes to sell off is urged, i.e., an item information input page, to the 
consumer premises equipment 3 (Step S1 1 of drawing 2). 

[0039]Thus, before inputting the detailed information on the item which I have bought, it searches beforehand (Step S8 of drawing 2), 
and since it can check that effective search results are obtained, the customer 4 does not need to input detailed information 
repeatedly, in order to acquire effective information, and can save the time and effort of an input Search of the thrift shop 6 which 
buys two or more kinds of quotient material at this information service providing system 1 collectively is possible, and this point is also 
the feature of this system. When the thrift shop 6 which suits conditions was not found in search of said suiting thrift shop 6, decided 
to display said search-results page (Step S10 of drawing 2), but It may be made to display when the number of the searched thrift 
shops 6 is below a predetermined number. Therefore, when the number of the searched thrift shops 6 exceeds a predetermined numbei 
in that case, an item information input page is displayed (Step S1 1 of drawing 2). 

[0040]Next, the customer 4 inputs detailed information, such as specification etc. of the article which wishes to sell off, to the item 
information input page displayed on the consumer premises equipment 3 (Step S12 of drawing 2). Drawing 7 is a figure showing an 
example of an item information input page. It is necessary to perform the input of item information for every item, and the example 
shown in the figure shows the case where it inputs about "AV-television. "First, the category of the item which inputs information in the 
portion shown in g of a figure is chosen. For example, in this case, "AV equipment' is chosen as a main class and "AV-television" is 
chosen as a minor class. Then, the entry form for "AV-televisions" as shown in the h section of a figure is displayed, it inputs to each 
item, and the input to "AV-television" is completed. 

[0041] Since it returns to the item information input page before the above-mentioned input by choosing the "following item" button 
shown in the lower part of a figure when there is an item to sell off collectively besides "AV-television", alter operation same about the 
second item is performed. For example, when the second item is "personal computers", the entry form for "personal computers" 
appears in the h section of a figure shortly by considering it as a main class "oa-pc" and a minor class "personal computer" in selection 
of said category. Thus, in this information service providing system 1, the entry form for exclusive use which was suitable for it for 
every kind of item is prepared, the customers 4 alter operation becomes efficient by this, and an input mistake also decreases. 
[0042]After ending the above alter operation about all the items which wish sale by package, those information is transmitted to the 
information service providing system 1, and it is stored in sale request information DB1 1 of DB server 10 mentioned above (Step S13 
of drawing 2). Here, the information service providing system 1 performs again the search shown in Step S8 of drawing 2, and the same 
search (Step S14 of drawing 2), and transmits the shop selection page which shows the information on the thrift shop 6 which suited 
conditions to the consumer premises equipment 3 (Step S15 of drawing 3). 

[0043]In the input (Step S12 of drawing 2) of the item information mentioned above, When it inputs about a different item from the time 
of the input (Step S7 of drawing 2) of sale conditions before that By the above-mentioned search (Step S14 of drawing 2), since the 
suiting thrift shop 6 is not found, in that case, the customer 4 needs to change item information and redoes operation from the input 
(Step S12 of drawing 2) of item information. 

[0044]Next, in the above-mentioned shop selection page as which the customer 4 was displayed on the consumer premises equipment 
3, In wishing to estimate about the amount of money in the case of having the information on the thrift shop 6 which suited the self 
conditions for which it wished perused and bought, it chooses the thrift shop 6 which wishes to estimate from the thrift shops 6 which 
suited said conditions (Step S16 of drawing 3). 

[0045]Drawing 8 is a figure showing an example of a shop selection page. The lower part of a figure is a portion which shows the 
information on the searched thrift shop 6, and information, including a name, an address, an acquisition gestalt, etc., is displayed. The 
shop introduction page of the thrift shop 6 illustrated to drawing 9 can be displayed by choosing the portion (i of drawing 8) of the name 
of the thrift shop 6 to peruse the still more detailed information about each thrift shop 6. The main information of the shop information 
registered from the thrift shop 6 is displayed on this shop introduction page. The customer 4 refers to the information on this shop 
introduction page, etc., out of the thrift shop 6 extracted by said search, is suitable for a self demand and chooses the thrift shop 6 
which wishes to estimate. 

[0046]In choosing the thrift shop 6 which wishes said estimate, it chooses the "estimated" column (j of drawing 8) of the applicable 
thrift shop 6. It is possible to change and express the thrift shop 6 which can get said estimate by E-mail, and the thrift shop 6 which 
can get said estimate by telephone as the shop selection page of drawing 8. 

[0047]After selection of the thrift shop 6 which wishes to estimate is completed, return to drawing 3, and the information is transmittec 
to the information service providing system 1, and the information service providing system 1, The E-mail of the purport that an 
estimate is requested is transmitted to the thrift shop 6 selected based on the information via the mail server 30 (Step S17 of drawing 
3). The customer 4 is the stage which perused said shop selection page, and can also have a business talk by contacting to the thrift 
shop 6 directly based on the acquired information, without carrying out the request for quotation through this information service 
providing system 1 . It may replace with the request for quotation by said E-mail, and the method of carrying out a request for quotatior 
by FAX may be taken. 

[0048]It may be made to carry out after choosing the thrift shop 6 which requests this stage, i.e., an estimate, for registration of the 
information on sale request information DB1 1 in Step S13 of drawing 2 mentioned above (Step S16 of drawing 2). 
[0049]The thrift shop 6 which received the E-mail of said request for quotation chooses URL currently embedded into the E-mail 
concerned, in order to estimate by checking the contents of the request for quotation (Step S18 of drawing 3). Then, Web page 21 for 
an estimated input prepared for the URL concerned is distributed and displayed on the shop terminal 5 of the thrift shop 6 concerned 
from the information service providing system 1 (Step S19 of drawing 3). The thrift shop 6 checks estimated contents on this page, and 
when interested, it inputs the amount of money for estimated (Step S20 of drawing 3). 

[0050]Drawing 10 is a figure showing an example of an estimated input page. As shown in a figure, information, including that 
specification, is shown in this page for each [ are contained in the customer's 4 sale request ] item of every, and the thrift shop 6 
inputs the amount of money for estimated into it for every item. In the example shown in drawing 10, the customer's 4 sale requests 
are television and a personal computer, and the information (the I section of drawing 10) and its amount-of-money input column for 
estimated (the k section of drawing 1 0) of the television which is a one-eyed item are shown in the figure. The thrift shop 6 checked 
the contents of the I section, and also it inputs the amount of money for estimated which can be bought in the k section in the form of 
a minimum/maximum. When acquisition is impossible, a column with "improper" handling is chosen. 

[0051]After the input to a one-eyed item is completed, information with the same said of the second item (this example personal 
computer) is displayed, and the amount of money for estimated is inputted similarly. The total value of the amount of money for 
estimated to each item is displayed on the lower part (the m section of drawing 10) of an estimated input page. Therefore, when the 



input of the amount of money for estimated is completed about all the items contained in the customer's 4 sale request, the amount ol 
money for estimated of the package to a sale request is displayed. Although the example of drawing 10 showed the mode from which a 
input part (the I section and the k section of drawing 10) changes for every item, it is good also as a mode which displays the input par 
about all the items on one screen. 

[0052]After ending an input about all the items contained in a sale request in the above procedure, The information is transmitted to 
the information service providing system 1, and the information service providing system 1 generates an estimation answer 
confirmation page based on the transmitted information, and transmits to the shop terminal 5 of the thrift shop 6 concerned (Step S21 
of drawing 3). Drawing 1 1 is a figure showing an example of an estimation answer confirmation page. As shown in a figure, the 
information which the thrift shop 6 concerned inputted on said estimated input page to the customer's 4 sale request is displayed on a 
estimation answer confirmation page by list. The amount of money for estimated, etc. are indicated to be those information about the 
television and the personal computer which drawing 1 1 also uses the same example as drawing 10, therefore are contained in a sale 
request. 

[0053]When the information which self inputted on this page is checked (Step S22 of drawing 3) and there is an error, the thrift shop 6 
returns to said estimated input page by predetermined operation, and does an input again (Step S20 of drawing 3). If there is no error, « 
button to that effect will be chosen and the information on the purport that estimated contents were checked will be transmitted to th 
information service providing system 1. 

[0054] Although the operation was started from reception (Step S18 of drawing 3) of the E-mail transmitted from the information 
service providing system 1, the input of the amount of money for estimated by the thrift shop 6 explained above, It can also start from 
the thrift shop 6 accessing to the sale request list page itself prepared for the information service providing system 1. 
[0055]Drawing 12 is a figure showing an example of a sale request list page. The information on the sale request from the customer 4 
to the accessed thrift shop 6 is displayed on this page by the list As for the sale request as which information is displayed here, the 
customer 4 chooses the thrift shop 6 concerned as the request-for-quotation point about the sale request (Step S16 of drawing 3). 
The n section of the figure expresses the information on one sale request, and by choosing the predetermined button (the o section of 
drawing 12) provided for every sale request the thrift shop 6 can display said estimated input page (drawing 10) to the sale request 
and can input the amount of money for estimated. 

[0056]When it returns to drawing 3, the check of the estimated contents by the thrift shop 6 is completed and that is transmitted to 
the information service providing system 1, the information service providing system 1, The E-mail of the purport that there was an 
estimated reply from the mail server 30 is transmitted to the customer 4 who requested the estimate concerned (Step S23 of drawing 

3). 

[0057]In order that the customer 4 who received the E-mail concerned may check the estimated contents, URL embedded into the E- 
mail concerned is chosen (Step S24 of drawing 3). It is answered, the information service providing system 1 transmits the estimated 
display page which showed the contents of the estimate concerned (Step S25 of drawing 3), and the page is displayed on the consumei 
premises equipment 3 of the customer 4 concerned. Drawing 13 is a figure showing an example of an estimated display page. As shown 
in a figure, the amount of money for estimated to the sale request which the customer 4 concerned performed is shown to this page b} 
the amount of money for every item contained in that sale request and the whole total amount 

[0058] Like the case of the estimate by the thrift shop 6 mentioned above, the customer 4 is not from the E-mail which received 
[ above-mentioned ], can access the estimated list page itself prepared for the information service providing system 1, and can also 
check the estimated contents. Drawing 14 is a figure showing an example of an estimated list page. As shown in a figure, the estimatior 
answer situation from each thrift shop 6 is shown in this page for each [ which the customer 4 concerned who accessed performed ] 
sale request of every. Said estimated display page (drawing 1 3) can be displayed by predetermined operation to refer to the detailed 
estimated contents for every thrift shop 6. 

[0059] Next when the estimated contents are perused by said estimated display page (Step S26 of drawing 3) and he is interested, the 
customer 4 contacts to the thrift shop 6, and goes ahead with a business talk. Without passing this information service providing 
system 1, the connection to the thrift shop 6 has the directly good customer 4 in a line, and he may perform it by the method (for 
example, the method of choosing the button (p section) prepared for the page shown in drawing 13) of transmitting an E-mail via this 
information service providing system 1 . 

[0060]As explained above, in the information service about used article dealing by this information service providing system 1. The 
customer 4 can look for easily the thrift shop 6 suitable for the conditions for which it wishes, and since he can, on the other hand, 
acquire only the sale request information from the customer 4 that the thrift shop 6 side was also suitable for the acquisition 
conditions of self, he can do efficiently the work in the case of acquisition of quotient material to sell off an article. Also when the 
customer 4 wants to buy the article of various sorts collectively, search of the suiting thrift shop 6 is possible, and it is especially 
efficient at the time of a move. 

[006l]Before inputting the detailed information of the article which the customer 4 sells off, since [ with the thrift shop 6 suitable for a 
self demand ] it suits and that search is performed, it is not necessary to input detailed information repeatedly, and input operation for 
acquiring effective information is performed efficiently. Since the entry form for exclusive use according to the kind of the article is 
prepared, respectively when inputting the above-mentioned detailed information, the input of the detailed information itself can also be 
performed efficiently and an input mistake also decreases. Since a request for quotation is carried out only to the thrift shop 6 where 
the customer's 4 judgment was selected from the searched thrift shops 6 when the thrift shop 6 suitable for the customer's 4 
conditions is searched, Since it becomes unnecessary to be able to obtain an estimate only from the more suitable thrift shop 6, and 
for the thrift shop 6 side to also estimate to the thin application of the hope, the customer 4 is efficient for both sides. 
[0062]The scope of protection of this invention is not limited to the above-mentioned embodiment, but attains to the invention 
indicated to the claim, and its equivalent 
[0063] 

[Effect of the Invention]As mentioned above, the side which sells off a used article according to this invention, Search of the thrift 
shop which suits also to the demand of a purport which should buy the article of various sorts collectively by being able to find the 
suitable thrift shop suitable for a demand efficiently, and attaining sale of a used article at an early stage is possible, and it is especially 
efficient at the time of a move. On the other hand, since the thrift shop side can also acquire only the information which suited the 
acquisition conditions of self, it is effective in the ability to buy an efficient used article.
